Washington, Feb. I (A1)—The 
House Ways and Means commit­ 
tee is fashioning a tax sieve 
through which to sift a three 
billion dollar pay roll. 
' It is preparing legislation, at 
President Roosevelt’s suggestion, 
for reciprocal tax ation of salaries 
paid to federal, state, municipal 
and county employes. 
Yet, out of the billions given 
every year to several million 
work ers in those groups, the fed­ 
eral government ex pects to col­ 
lect only about $16,000,000 of tax ­ 
es annually. 
The reason is that by far the 
largest group of these state and 
local employes receives salaries 
too low to require income tax 
payments. The ex emptions more 
than cover the wages. 
Into this group fall most of the 
policemen and firemen and many 
thousand school eachers, most of 
the employes in rural counties, 
the average clerk in city and 
state offices, and quite a few of 
those with more ex alted titles. 
In some states even the gover­ 
nor would pay only a small fed­ 
eral tax on his salary. Average 
pay for a governor is $7,837 a 
year, but 33 governors get less. 
The three highest paid gover­ 
nors are in New York at $25,000, 
New Jersey a t $20,000, and Penn­ 
sylvania a t $18,000. Twelve gover­ 
n o r s get $7,500. Thirteen get 
$5,000 or less. The governors of 
North Dak ota and Qf Tennesee 
get $4,000 each.

Townsend has indicated that he 
wishes the au tomobile license 
fee redu ced to one dollar, with an 
increase in the gasoline tax to 
make u p the loss in rev enu e, it is 
no indication that tax es will be 
decreased as a resu lt of his plan. 
In- fact, the Gov ernor himself 
has estimated that the redu ction 
of the au to license fee to one dol­ 
lar and an increase of one cent in 
the gasoline tax wou ld increase 
Indiana’s rev enu e by half a mil­ 
lion dollars per y ear. 
That,, of coinrse, wou ld, be a 
v ery • satisfactory arrangement 
insofar as Gov ernor Townsend 
is concerned. Statisticians. who 
“know their stu ff” say that the 
state is v irtu ally broke now abd 
that it will be ru nning “in the 
red” within a y ear, so natu rally 
Gov ernor Townsend wishes to 
obtain any increases in rev enu e 
that are possible to him withou t 
arou sing the pu blic. 
Persons who are opposing his 
plan point ou t that this is a 
seemingly painless method of 
getting additional rev enu e for 
the state if he can make the pu b­ 
lic believ e that their tax es are 
being redu ced while he is doing 
it. 
They also point ou t that it 
means an actu al increase in tax 
imposed Upon the people. For in­ 
stance, persons conv ersant with 
the situ ation claim that the av ­ 
erage Indiana driv er pu ts his car 
ov er abou t 14,090 miles of road 
per y ear.

Senato r Bo rah d eclares wisely that he will 
hav e no ne o f this id ea, that an eco no mic blo ck­ 
ad e is cru eler and less hu man than actu al h o s­ 
tilities becau se it wages a camp aign o f hu nger 
and starv atio n against the help less wo men and 
child ren in the co u ntry blo ckad ed . And no na­ 
tio n wo u ld be so su p ine as to fail to fight when 
its help less o nes were threatened with starv a­ 
tio n. 
Certainly what we need is a d efinite fo reign 
p o licy . The Rep u blicans by d ev elo p ing o ne which 
calls fo r trad itio nal American p ro ced u re, av o id ­ 
ing q u arrels abro ad , can at this time p erfo rm a 
p riceless serv ice to America.

The wo rld , after a breathing sp ell since Sep ­ 
tember, is no w getting into an u p ro ar again. On 
ev ery sid e we hear that the situ atio n in Eu ro p e 
is rap id ly d rifting into war. Ju st where the 
co nflagratio n will break o u t, if it d o es this 
sp ring, is any bo d y ’s gu ess. 
There is natu rally mu ch d istu rbance in the 
United States. We are being “p ro p agand ized to 
d eath.” One sectio n o f p u blic o p inio n wants the 
embargo lifted o n ex p o rts to Sp ain. Ano ther 
wants u s to break co mp letely with the Fascist 
p o wers “to sav e the wo rld fo r d emo cracy ” again. 
They little co nsid er the p ro bability that ano ther 
wo rld war to sav e d emo cracy will v ery likely 
end u p in a wo rld -wid e Ru ssian ty p e au to cracy . 
Pro bably so me o f the agitato rs are ho p ing this 
will be the case. 
Be that as it may , there can be no d o u bt that 
what the United States see ms to need mo st at 
this time is a d efinite fo reign p o licy . That we 
lack any su ch thing, is o bv io u s. If y o u d o n’t be­ 
liev e it ju st ask the nex t ten men y o u meet o n 
the street what o u r p o licy is. Go ev en fu rther 
and ask the nex t ten co ngressmen o r senato rs 
y o u may meet. The resu lt o f y o u r inq u iries win 
be mo re d o u bt and co nfu sio n. 
The New Deal may hav e so me id eas o n re­ 
fo rm and reco v ery in the United States. Wheth­ 
er o r no t they are so u nd , these are at least 
d efinite. Bu t there is no su ch u nanimity o f 
o p inio n so far as o u r fo reign p o licies are co n­ 
cerned . It is abo u t time that the p o wers that be 
make so me imp o rtant d ecisio ns alo ng this line. 
So far as the Rep u blicans are co ncerned it 
seems ev id ent that they are stead ily d ev elo p ing 
a p o licy which is trad itio nal and so u nd ly Amer­ 
ican. It is based o n the ad v ice o f Geo rge Wash­ 
ingto n and o f ev ery Presid ent d o wn to Wo o d ­ 
ro w Wilso n. It is a p o licy which was ad o p ted by 
the Rep u blicans and many Demo crats d u ring 
the Leagu e o f Natio ns fight. It calls o n Uncle 
Sam to av o id entangling alliances and co mmit­ 
ments. It wo u ld hav e u s av o id mix ing in fo r­ 
eign q u arrels and misu nd erstand ings as the 
best way to keep o u t o f tro u ble. 
Op p o sed to this, o f co u rse, are the v ario u s 
internatio nalist p ro grams. 
They ru n all the 
way fro m try ing to align u s with England , 
France, Ru ssia and Lo y alist Sp ain, d o wn to the 
fo rmatio n o f a general blo c v agu ely “to be ru n 
in the interests o f d emo cracy .”
